1975, a reconnaissance party, with an escort of 
two sections under the command of Company Havildar 
Major Susai Pillai Micheul, was sent to recce the route. As 
the recce party advanced through a beaten track dong the 
rocky lodge, the hostiles suddenly opened fire on the leading 
scoul, who was killed. Realising the danger and the inten- 
tion of the hostiles to take nwav the weapon of his dead 
comrade. Company Havildar Major Mieheal moved ahead 
and engaged the hostiles. filing from bis carbine in fact of 
heavy fire. The track was extremely narrow ‘on the nick 
with no available cover, but he with determination and 
courage, returned the lire effectively and lobbed a band- 
grenade.
